imized costs and emphasized con­ 
trol. 
For the opponents C. S. Craig- 
I mile of the Selden Manufacturing 


I company was the first speaker. He 
J said that every employer was in 
sympathy with the objectives of the 
bill, but the increased tax would 


j have to be passed on to the con­ 
sumers and that it will become a 
! consumers tax paralleling the sales 
tax.

The second speaker, D. G. Sher- 
win of the Caterpillar Tractor Com­ 
pany of Peoria, said

“How do we do away with 
unemployment? 
By production.’ 
He said that when we have pros- j 
»! perity we have a large volume of 
production and when we have a de-1 
pression we have lessened produc- 1 
j tion. 
When purchases stop—pro- 
duction 
stops, and

would happen with the increased j 


J prices which would eventually re- 
suit from such legislation. 
Of particular interest to the resi- J 
I dents of the seventh district were

sion set up by' the bill which will ! 
turn over all funds to the Secretary 
of the Federal Treasury. This is!

For lack of time a number who

On Thursday morning the new 
old age pension law was passed. 
This bill was termed more conser­ 
vative than the one passed in the 
regular session. It limits the State s 
payment to $15 per person, the fed­ 
eral government contributing a like 
amount.

house desired a bill by which the j 
state would pay the entire $30 per 
month if the federal government 
I failed in its share. It was estim at­ 
ed that this would 
cost 
Illinois 
$25,000,000 a year and 
thus far 
I only $5,000,000 has been appropn- 
! ated for the pension payments. 
The State cannot accurately an* 
j ticipate the costs until the experi- j 
men I has been given a trial. Rep- j 
; resentatives Foster, Van der Vries 
I and Ring of the Seventh District j 
I all voted for the Pension bill. A J 
fight will probably take place this 
week or. the problem of adminis­ 
tration of the pension system.
